FOSTER CARE NEEDED 70 IMPLEMENT THE EDUCATION

SUBJECT: CONSOLIDATION AND IMPROVEMENT ACT OF 1881, OCTOBER
1885

REFERENCE :

This letter transmits instructions for the collection and
reporting of 1885 data for allocations under the Education
Consolidation and Improvement Act of 1981 (ECIAY. Attached
statistical Forms CA 802 and 803 will be used for compiling data
required by Chapter I of the ECIA.

The study month for the ECIA report on AFDC children and fester
care children will be Qctober 1885. Only federally eligible AFDC
FG6/U children and all non-institutionalized foster care children
aged 5 through 17 (born in the period November 1, 1967 through
October 31, 1980} in families receiving cash grants during
October 1885 may be reported. All grants made for the month of
October 1985 are to be reported even though the actual check may
have been issued in another monih, Each county must use the
integrated pavyrell. No sampling or estimating may be used in

preparing these reports,

The form and instructions for reporting on AFDC children are
attached and reflect those changes appropriaste to process the
October 1985 ECIA reports. A supporting list of only those
federally eligible children aged 5 through 17 in AFDC families
receiving grants of $887.51 or more is required, as stated in the
inatructions outlined in Report Item 3 on the reverse side of
Form CA 802. Do not submit a list of federally eligible children
in families receiving grants less than this amount.

The reporting of children in foster care is to be done separately
for in-county and out-of-county children. In-county children are
those funded by your county living in your county. Qut-of-county
¢hildren are those that are funded by your county but living in
another state or county. Again, reportable children are those
aged 5 through 17. No supportive list is reguired for foster
children. Do not repori children aided by another state or
county in your county totals.
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The due date for these reports is November 15, 1985,

Grants under Chapter I of the Education Consolidation and
Improvement Act of 1881 (ECIA) are to provide services for
educationally disadvantaged children. Distribution of these
funds is made by the California State Department of Education to
the county school districts.

To assist the State Department of Education (SDOE)} in the
allocation of ECIA, Chapter I funds, the county welfare
depariment is to release on a computer or manual listing the
address of each AFDC FG6/U c¢hild, aged 5 through 17, in AFDC
families who are receiving a grant of $887.51 or more and
$887.5%0 or less to S5DOE, The determining factors applied by the
SO0E in appropriating funds to the individual schools are based
on residence given and the fact they are children of AFDC FG/U
families receiving grants above the given grant level for the
vear of reporting. It is not a requirement, for purposes of
preparing the ECIA annual report to the school district, that the
name of the school attended by the child be given.

Division 18, Confidentiality of Information Manual of Policies
and Procedures, Section 19-004.57, states: “Information
concerning the number of AFDC families living within a particular
school district reguested to support entitlement to funds under
the Education Consolidation and Improvement Act of 1981 (ECIA)
may be released to authorized representatives of the school
district. A signed agreement with the school distriet stating
that the confidential information obtained will only be used for
purposes of fund c¢laiming under the ECIA and that the district
urnderstands that there is a criminal penalty for release or use
by the school district for any other purpose shall be obtained,
This prohibition includes the use of the confidential records to
identify applicants or recipients %to school teachers and
administrators." Welfare offices are to disclose as little
information as possible to meet the surveyor's needs. Addresses
may not be retained after the survey is compleied, and no one but
the surveyors, themselves, may have access to the information.

Since the Statistical Services Branch is set up with microfiche
equipment, counties may elect to “transmit ECIA report data via
microfiche.
